ACT FOR DAYTONA 


The following act to authorize 
the 
city of Daytona to levy a special tax 
for publicity 
purposes 
has passed 
both houses 
of the state legislature 
at its present 
session. 
Be it enacted 
by the legislature of 
the state; of Florida: 
Section 
1. The City of Daytona 
is 
hereby authorized 
to levy a special 
tax, annually, not to exceed one mill, 
upon the real and personal 
property 
in' said city, to be assessed and

as other municipal 
taxes are 
assessed and collected for the purpose 
of giving publicity to the advantages,
